Indiana, for what has become 
an annual get-together. A 
good time of fellowship was 
enjoyed, with Rev, Robert 
Culver of Grace Theological 
Seminary as the speaker for 
the evening. 


Immediately following the banquet 
an announcement was made concerning the 
lack of funds to take care of the purchase 
of the 19U9-50 alumni project— shrubbery 
for around the Memorial Chapel — and twen- 
ty-six dollars were given to the treas- 
urer that night to be applied toward the 
project.
